MEXICAN REPORT UPHOLDS 
RIGHT TO SEIZE OIL LANDS popprp AGREEMENT FORMED IN HUNGARY 


States That Power of Legislator Is Almost Un-' 


checked by Law in Dealing With 


Private 


Rights. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 25.—"The 
right of the constituent legislator 
ts almost unlimited and eannot be 
checked, when dealing with the pub- 
lic organization, by rights acquired 
»y private parties. Examples which 
have been cited are sufficient to 
demonstrate that when the consti- 
tuent legislator has considered it of 
general interest to enact any law of 
retroactive effect, he has done 80 
even if he has passed over acquired 
right of many years which have been 
sanctioned almost as ‘rights inher- 
ent to man. The only fusdamental 
question is this: Is the public inter- 
stake when petroleum laws 
have been enacted? Evidenly yes. 
Then the State has had the right to 
enact such laws.” 

These statements express, briefly 
and in part, the legal grounds upon 
which the Mexican yovernment 
bases the right of the constituen 
assembly of Quertaro, which enact- 
ed the Mexican Constitution of 1817, 
to place in that document article 27, 
nationalizing the oil lands. They 
also provide a defense for the pres- 
idental decrees on petroleum, devel- 
oping article 27, which foreign oil 
interests are attacking as confisca- 
tory. 

Defense of Mexican Decrees. 

The tatements themselves are 
taken from official documents given 
to the correspondent exclusively Dy 
Leon Salinas, sub-secretary of Com- 
merce and Industry and at present 
head of that department and also 
chief of the Petroleum Bureau of th 
department.

vention of the Illinois miners. 

The international officials have 
also taken such steps as will give 
to the international convention the 
power to abrogate the present con- 
tract and have issued a call to the 
operators to meet in joint con- 
ference on Sept. 25, next, at Buf- 
falo, N. Y. 

Companies Applied Penalty. 

The objective of the strike hav- 
ing been accomplished, one of the 
first acts of the convention was 
to ask the members to resume 
work, with the proviso that we 
would not tolerate any persecution 
or discrimination being used 
against any member or members 
who had taken an active part in 
the strike and that the automatic 
penalty clause be not applied by 
the operator. 

Since the convention has 
journed various companies had ap- 
plied the penalty clause and dis- 
charged or have ordered dis- 
charged men who have taken an 
active part in the strike and acted 
in the capacity of delegates to the 
convention, and are at present 
conducting a systematic campaign 
to prevent certain active members 
of the organization from making a 
living in the coal mines of this 
district. In order that the mines 
may be put in operation as soon as 
possible, the men in charge of the 
various coal companies have been 
asked by the proper officials of the 
local unions to recede from this 
position of discrimination, and 
come of them have refused to do 
SO. 

During the past year the miners
